W E have always maintained, and lest some forget, we agmn 
rqgat it. that by winning an isolated victory in a city like 
Milwaukee we certainly cannot introduce Socialism even 
in this town.

_ But we must begin some time to prove to the world that So- 
<l»Ii« n is not simply a negative and critical theory of the capitahst 
gyatem,—that it la oonstmetWe and practical, and destined to build 
19 ^ next dvilization. .And the sooner we begin the better for dvil- 
kation and for humanity. 

And Milwaukee is surely a most fitting place for a demonstration 
of the new social conscience as in opposition to the old "business” 
ooaiscience. 

_ Milwaukee for years has elected so-called "good men” to office— 
mainly so-q|]led good busintss men. And yet our city has been one 
of the most corrupt in the United States. And all the “good men” 
elected have either fallen themselves or haye backed up the corrup¬ 
tionists. 

It it almost' needless to reler to the Rose administration, be- 
canse the Becker administration was only better in so much as there 
saere twelve Sodal-Democrats in the common council. These twelve 
Social-Democrats represented the social conscience, the new con- 
adence., And as far at they could they have formed a stone wall of 
honesty against the battering rams of the business interests. 

And here we find the ethical difference between our parly and th^ 
others.

We do not deny that Socialism has its risks. We do not deny 
that the Socialists have the conimon share of passions and imperfec¬ 
tions. 

But we say this: 

The Sodal-Democracy is the only orgsmizatkm in the world that 
goes to the root of the evil, because the fiocial-Democracy is the only 
Organization which wants to secure economic independence to every 
citizen, male and female, by working for the comnxin ownership of 
all the means of production. No one steals drinking watw, because 
everybody can have all he wants. Thus common ownership of the 
means of production and distribution will not only secure economic 
independence but also absolute honesty. 

And dishonesty and crime and prostitution can disappear only in 
the degree that we introduce Socialism into our social fabric. 

• • * 

The Social-Democrats, having this goal in view, and knowing 
that their welfare depmds upod the welfare of the collectivity, are 
therefore above temptation. We can take our candidates from the 
work-bendi or from the printing case and they will withstand tempta- 
tion_ infinitely better than the wealthy business man whose sole aim in 
Efe 'is to clear profits atiil to make money. 

Besides, the Sodal-Democratic party is the natural outcome of 
tapilalist civilization and of the concentratLin of wealth and of the 
tni.sts and of many other things. ^ 

• Therefore the Sodal-Detix>cratic party, while a class organization 
of the proletariat—which is natural enot^th, because the proletariat 
auffrra most under the present system—is today the only party of 
Ugh moral ideas in the country. And it is also everybody’s party, 
kccanse it is in accord with the trend of dvilization and the neces¬ 
sities of the day.

The principle of ScKialisin seems 
to lurk in history in nwst une.xiH'Ct- 
ecl places. One is surprised, if mit 
startled, to run acr(«s the word 
"Socialism" in the center of a recent 
bofik devoted to tlie history of John 
Knox and his work. In the course 


“Book of Discipline," in the prep¬ 
aration of wliich Knox liad a lead¬ 
ing hand. Dr. Glasse sliows tliat 
notwithstamling the sharp intellec¬ 
tual individualism of the reformers, 
their siwial aims were absolutely 
collectivist. This is an as|H-ct of 
the Refonuatioii tiiat is not iisnally 
noticed, and it is worthy of atten¬ 
tion. It ap|iears. indeed, that liic 
general assemblies of the refonned 
church in tliosc clays were con¬ 
stantly -urging njKin Parliament the 
clajms of the poor aiicl the lalxir- 
ing class. The utmost effort was 
made to secure for the children a 
complete sy.stem of state education 
from the schcxil to the university, 
land the strongest injunctions were 
llaid upon all to see tliat the labor 
and wealth were rightly distributed. 
Dr. Glasse ciuotcs with complete 
approvaPProfessor Harvie Brown’s 
statement in summing up the (xilicy 
of the "Book of Di.scipline,” that 
"alike as to property and life tlie 
scheme of tiic Scottish refonwrs 
was practically a form of ScKialism, 
kaich as teems to be implied in the 
very e.ssence of Christian teaching."
